Washington, April 11— Former 
President 
Coolidge's explanation 
nf w h / he did not choose to run 
is Just about the liveliest topic in 
political circles 
notwithstandine 
the fact that he gave more of a 
view of his mind than ever before. 


The article published ' in 
the 
Cosmopolitan Magasine 
has left 
political 
Washington 
gossiping 
and after several days it is obvi­ 
ous that Mr. Coolidge hasn't been 
able to clear up the political mys* 
tery to the satisfaction ot the poli­ 
tically minded. 


Mr. Coolidge did dispel several 
illusions, notably, that he consid­ 
ered the third term idea as bar­ 
ring him. While he doesn't think 
the burdens of the presidency 
should be imposed on any one for 
longer than eight years, neverthe­ 
less he doesn't think a vtce-presi- 
dent who serves a part ot a presi­ 
dent’s term should have that per­ 
iod counted as a term in the sense 
of making Inpossible three per­ 
iods ot service. 


Could Have Won? 


The former president Is con-, 
vinced that he could 
have been 
nominated at Kansas 
City 
and 
while he sent his secretary, Ev­ 
erett Sanders, to' tell delegates 
not to vote tor him, he makes .it 
clear that he never said that he 
would not accept if nominated. 
Indeed, Mr. Coolidge shows that 
he never came to a decision on 
that hypothetical case but merely 
tried to prevent the contingency 
from arising. 
The political element here ac­ 
cepts this explanation as confirm­ 
ing a view held by a great many 
r^vM leans as w«ll as <lea»oçr|Us 
ihM Mr. C ^U di« woald M t move 
a tlnger to get th« nomination, 
would not' use his office to perpe­ 
tuate himself, would not encour­ 
age his own nomination but that 
If drafted he would have respond­ 
ed to the call of service Just as 
would any man called to the high­ 
est task In th* public service. 


Mr. Coolidge points out that he 
felt physically fit but that he pre­ 
ferred private life from the stand­ 
point ot personal comfort. He in­ 
timates that even this should not 
be permitted to influence a roan’s 
decision if other 
circumstances 
can be brought to bear; namely 
the nomination of some one else.

Utilities Employe

Lans’ng. Mich., April 
An employe of the state public 
utilitlea commission 
today 
chal­ 
lenged the veracity of the charge 
by Commissioner Sidney E. Doyle 
that outside interests Infiuence an 
opinion In sand and gravel rate 
cases. 


Foster Wlntermute, commission 
rate expert, teatlfylng before the 
legislative committee investigating 
the commission, dec'ared he pre* 
't>ared the opinion and “defied Doyle 
or anyone else to truthfully say 
6therwlse." 


Doyle, completing his testimony, 
attacked 
Samuel Odell. ‘ comm's- 
Sion chairman. 
He alleged Odell 
*'never wrote an opinion." Ha do- 
clared the lack of an opinion was 
largely responsible for court inter­ 
vention in the southern Michigan 
transportation case. 


Doyle charged that 
when 
the 
commission, upon court orders, 
amends its permit to deprive the 
company ot operating 
rights be> 
tween Grand Rapids and Lansing 
and on other routes. It “ruined a 
splendid program ot motor vehicle 
transportation." 


Other cases wer«,cited by Doyle 
In an effort to establish his allega- 
tions against the commission. 


Washington, Apr. 10— (;p) — 
Selection of Charles O. Dawes as 
ambassador to Great BMtaIn was 
announced formally today at the 
White House upon receipt of as­ 
surances 
that hi» 
appointment 
would be personally welcomed by 
King George. 


The nomination of the former 
vice president will be sent to the 
senate by President Hoover early 
in the special session that begins 
next Monday and Its confirmation 
is expected without even the for­ 
mality of reference to the foreign 
relations commlt ee. 


After the confirmation General 
Dawes will be given a leave of ab­ 
sence by the president so he n\ay 
complete the work of reorganli- 
ing the finances ot Santo Domin­ 
go, upon which he now la engaged 
witht a special mlsaion from the 
United States. 
This will require 
five or six 
weeks and 
then the 
general will return to Washing­ 
ton to confer with Secretary Btim- 
son before proceeding to London 
about June 1. 


Because of the unusual circum­ 
stance created by the selection by 
President Hoover of a former vice 
president as his 
personal repre­ 
sentative 
at the 
court ot 
St. 


James, the British foreign office 
sent the American Inquiry as to 
acceptability to the king, who is 
recuperating at 
Cralgwell house 
near Ilognor, 
Sussex. 
This ac­ 
counted for the delay in the reply 
to the inquiry. 


In choosing Mr. Dawes, Presi­ 
dent Hoover not only did the un­ 
usual of selecting a former vice 
president but also named a man 
well known for his ability to cut 
red tape and drive directly to the 
heart of a subject. 


General 
Dawes 
will be 
no 
stranger in I^ndon. Ho made fre­ 
quent visits there while a member 
of the allied supply control com­ 
mission during the 
World war 
and it was then that he cut offic­ 
ial red tape right and left in gett­ 
ing the transports 
necessary to 
move American soldiers overseas 
during the big push in 1918. 


His ability and directness were 
credited with having made a fav­ 
orable impression upon the Brit­ 
ish. 
an 
Impression 
which was 
deepened by his work as head of 
tho Dawes commission which rep­ 
resented the original plan for the 
first settlement of 
the German 
reparations 
problem after 
the 
war.

LAW mKCKED 


As k s Repeal, Claiming 
Section DenitB £xiat- 
ence oftl. É. 


New 
York, 
April 
10 — (>P) — 
Charging that the national orig­ 
ins section ot the Immigration 
law denies the existence ot an 
American nation. Senator Robert 
F. Wagner. Democrat. New York, 
tonight demanded the immediate 
repeal ot 
that provision during 
the extra session of congress. The 
section becomes effective July 1. 


In a dinner discussion at Town 
«?r<ill under, auspices of the confer­ 
ence on Immigration 
policy the 
senator said 
that foreign 
born 
were 
rapidly assimilating, 
and 
urged the government “not to at­ 
tempt to dragoon the Immigrant 
into Americanizing.“ 


The national 
origins 
law. he 
said, “to my mind Is a dangerous 
and subversive piece of legiHiation 
because it writes 
into law the 
doctrine that American assimila­ 
tion has never taken place and 
never can: that America never has 
been a nation and never can be 
one.” 


“Under 
the national 
origins 
clause." he said, “the total white 
population ot the United Statea Is 
divided Into various nationalities 
and the quota ot each European 
country Is measured 
by the pro­ 
portion which it represents of the 
total. 
The maximum number of 
immigrants admitted under these 
quotas Is about 154,000. 


Not Americans 


“Everyone of us, whether a re­ 
cent Immigrant or 
a descendant 
of the early explorers, is assign* 
ad to an old world nationality. 
If one's great grandfather of pre­ 
colonial days arrived in the Unit­ 
ed States from 
the Netherlands, 
then he Is counted a Dutch-Amer- 
ican. 


“According to this method of 
enumeration 
the ‘experts' 
have 
decided that the great bulk of us 
are Anglo-Americans. It bas been 
estimated that about 40 of our 9B 
million white persons residing in 
the United States came from col­ 
onial stock. 
Yet each one of iIiIh 
contingent is assigned to the na­ 
tionality of his original forebear." 


The senator spoke In favor of 
restricted immigration, although 
ho urged avoidance of “regula­ 
tions wMch set the immigrant as 
a thing apart, to be Identified and 
numbered and watched."

REBELS WILL MAKE 
LAST STAND IN 
SONORA 


San Antonio. Tex.. April 10—(jP) 
Major General 
William Lassiter, 
commander of the Eighth Corps 
Area of the army, late today order­ 
ed a regiment of infantry from 
Fort D. A. Russell. Wyoming, to 
Blsbee. Aril., and the remainder ot 
the Seventh Cavalry, reinforce a 
battalion of field artilery from Fort 
Bliss, Texas, to Hachlta, N. M. 


General Lassiter said the addi­ 
tional troops were being sent to 
the border in anticipation of any 
trouble that may arise along the 
Arlsona line as the result ot the 
retreat of the Mexican rebel forces 
Into the state of Sonora. 


Approximately 1.500 men are in­ 
cluded in the movements. 
They 
will reinforce the commands sta­ 
tioned at Fort Huachuca and other 
border points in Arizona and an 
air force ot 18 attack and observa­ 
tion planes that were ordered from 
San Antonio and Galveaton to Fort 
Huachuca last week. 


It is the largest movement of 
American troops so tar reaultlng 
from the conflict along the Mexi­ 
can side ot the International bor­ 
der. 


General Lassiter did 
not

nounce which regiment of Infantry 
would be ordered to Blsbee. Two 
reg'ments. the First and Twentieth 
Infantry, were 
tranaferred 
from

The storm apparently wreaked 
greatest havoc near Swifton, north 
of Newport, where 16 bodies had 
been recovered before midnight.

Swifton. also was reported to have 
had se>-eral deaths but telephone 
and telegraph lines 
were down 
and the reports could not be veri­ 
fied.

Accurate reports w'ere lacking 
because of crippled communica­ 
tion lines, but residents of Swif­ 
ton. nearest the storm center, said 
it left a w’ide path of destruction. 
Two or three 
entire 
families 
were burled under debris where 
their bodies were found later. 


Relief W'ork 
was difficult be­ 
cause the country is sparsely Bet- 
tied and the stricken settlements 
are miles apart. 
Roads were al­ 
most Impassable, owing to a heavy 
rain which preceded the storiu. 


The tornado followed rain and 
hall storms In many sections of 
the state. 
Little Rock was pelted 
twice during the day by large hail 
stones accompanied by a severe 
rain. 


Springfield, Mo., April 10—(;P)— 
The Missouri Pacific agent at Au­ 
rora, Mo., tonight reported that the 
town of Guloh, Ark., 
about 
21 
miles north of, Batesville, wa« virtu­ 
ally destroyed wlih no loss of life. 
Between IB and 20 were Injured, 
however, most of whom were taken 
hy a freight train to liatesvllle. 


The railroad agent also had an 
unverified report that tho town of 
Moorfield, Ark., was destroyed. 


The freight train crew who re 
moved the injurfid from Gulon re- 
poried they stopped at the town of 
600 about an hour after tho Htorm 
strucfi at B:ir. o'clock, finding all 
houses and buildings demolished. 
The railroad station had been over­ 
turned and then caught lire, tho 
crew said.

Another of u group of measures in 
tile legislative program for the ad- 
vancoment of aviation made its ap­ 
pearance t o d a y . 
Uepresentative 
Claude H. Milliman, of Iron Moun­ 
tain, introduced a bill requiring all 
pilots lo have federal licenses and 
federal licensed equipment bnforu 
flying in Michigan. 
It is claimed 
enforcement of such an act would 
materiaily reduce accidents. 


A Joint resolution offered by Rep­ 
resentative Edward Nichols, of De­ 
troit, would amend tho constitu­ 
tion to pfovide for aimual sessions 
of tho legislature of not niure than 
100 days duration. 


Two measures were submitted by 
Representative Miles Callaghan, of 
Reed City. One would prescribo a 
tax of |S on Individual stores and 
graduated scale up to |2B0 a year 
each for chain stores. 
The other 
would require the state to provide 
access to all navigable streams and 
kikes which were publicly stocked 
with flsh.

Chicks at Six Farm

L. R. Arnold, poultry special- 
fist of the extension dWpftrtment of 
'Michigan State College, complet­ 
ed his tour of the 
county 
last 
night when he addressed a well- 
i attended meeting of poultrymen 
.«t the city hall here. 
Mr. Arnold 
¡held meetings at Perk1n% 
Dan- 
' forth, Stonlngton, Rock, 
Rapid 
River and Escanaba during 
the 
last three days, taking

problems In the raising of 
the 
baby chick. 


"After the chicks once arrive, 
the care and management is 
a 
matter of details/' Mr. 
Arnold 
told the farmers. *'The real poul- 
tryman will attend to these 
de­ 
tails diligently. 
He realizes that 
it is the attention paid to these 
»mall detaila that Insures him a 
good healthy flock of pullets. As 
iln everything else one 
will 
at 
Uimes get by 
successfully 
even 
i though careless. 
This Is apt to 
imake him feel that great care is 
inot necessary. 
Such a man will 
I not remain long In the poultry 
game. 


“The brooding period Is 
one 
that 
requires 
much 
patience, 
much labor and many 
sleepless 
hours. 
One who has no particu­ 
lar love for poultry should not 
engage In such work because he 
will never go through the 
hard- 
. ships 
of 
successfully brooding 
large numbers of chicks. 


Siuiitation Important. 


*'In the raising of chicks one 
cannot 
stress 
sanitation 
too 
strongly. 
Millions of chicks are 
ruined annually because the own­ 
er does not follow sanitary prac­ 
tices. 
Cleanliness is the 
worst 
enemy of disease, dirt and filth 
Its best friend. 


“Chicks are attacked by many 
ailments. 
There are no cures for 
nuch, but one can generally 
es­ 
cape all 'by following good sani­ 
tation practices. 
First of all. the 
chicks should be provided with a 
good, clean brooder house. 
This 
house should be thoroughly swept 
out with a broom, followed by a 
most thorough 
scrubbing 
with 
water and soap. Lye may well be 
used also. 
The scrubbing should 
be followed by disinfection, par­ 
ticularly of the floor. 
Never dis­ 
infect the house until it has been 
lii^shed out as such is practically 
of no value.

$20 for each wolf, coyote, fox 
or wildcat killed in Michigan. 


Without going into the merits 
tor the defects of the bounty or 
the trapper plans. It seeros to the 
Press that the methods employed 
by proponents of the bill are. to 
say the least, somewhat precipi­ 
tate. 
The measure, if 
enactcd, 
Vould force upon the department,

Cirecn Aisles—Well, No. 


A good, ripe apple, well chew­ 
ed, Is digested in about 90 min­ 
utes. 
Big chunks of green apple, 
swallowed without chewing,

crease rather than decrease the 
doctor’s practice. 


Kverybody knows about apple 
sauce and Its quantités for aiding 
motion of the intestines. A good, 
medium-sized 
apple 
provides 
about 
calories, of which 88.3 
per cent are due to the carbohy­ 
drates or sugar.

abrasion or cut on the surface of 
the skin which may be entirely 
accidental. 
Whenever there is a 
spot of lessened resistance to dis­ 
ease brought about by injury of 
the tissue, germs that a lr e a d y ar* 
on the skin may take hold and 
set up a disturbance. 
The boil forms due to the fact 
th at the germs destroy these tis­ 
sues and produce 
matter. 
Th** 
tissue then attem pts to wall off 
the infection by setting up a bar­ 
rier. 
The m atter is held in the* 
walled-off 
area 
under 
pressure 
and when the boll 
comes 
to 
a 
head it can be 
opened 
and 
the 
germs and m atter may be releas­ 
ed. 
However, far from serving to 
purify the blood, the boil serves 
as a focus from which the blood 
itself may pick 
up 
germs 
and 
carry them to ojher places. 
It is 
also possible 
through 
handling 
the boll badly to burst it in such 
a way 
that 
the 
m atter 
will 
spread over the 
adjacent 
skin 
and other boils will form in the 
neighborhood. 
For this reason it is absolutely 
important to open a boil under 
what surgeons call 
aseptic

It is also well not to open 
the boil until it has been walled 
off, as this will prevent the m a­ 
terial from spreading under the 
skin to the neighboring tissues.
